A Spooky Night at Cumnock Hail

Jewelry, rain makers, 
dream catchers and Native 
American tapes were some of the 
many items offered in the 
McGauvran Student Center last 
week as part of the Activities 
Commission’s Native American 
Day. 

Many different tribes 
were represented in the hallway 
connecting O’Leary Library with 
McGauvran Student Center. 
Many students and faculty wan¬ 
dered between the displays, and 
some even did a little early 
Christmas shopping. For the 
entire five hours during which the 
“native crafts” were on display, 
the tables were packed with 
browsers and buyers. 

The Shaner Tribe had a 
table that was run by Darrel 
Trumbo. As Trumbo mentioned, 
“We [the different tribes] like to 
get together to do pow-wows like 
this.” Trumbo’s table included 
items such as silver bracelets, 
rugs, and tablecloths. Some of 
the most popular items were his 
earrings and rings made of 
Dichrolite. Dichrolite comes in 
many colors and changes color 
with varying lights. 

The Shinnecock Tribe 
did well with their sale of tapes 
by Native American performers. 
One student called the vocals of 
these performers “soothing and 
calming.” The Shinnecock’s also 
sold the ever-popular Earth 
Changes maps that monitor and 
predict the changes of the earth 
until 2075. 

Diane Munsun, known 
in her tribe as “Wild Flowe *’ and 
Jackie Emeiton, known as “Fire 
Woman;” were the only mother- 
daughter team at the festival. As 
daughter Diane joked, “I some¬ 
times make up other tribal names 
for my mother when she makes 
me mad, but she’s been OK 
today.” These two sold jewelry, 
key chains, medicine bags and 
porcupine necklaces. 

Another tribe at the fes¬ 
tival was the Ojibwa, more com¬ 
monly known as the Chippewa. 
Jan Foote ran the Ojibwa’s stand, 
and said that she was representing 
New England, the Great Lakes 
region and some of the Plains 
tribes. “We like to do something 
for the New England tribes 
because not a lot of people do 
that, and those tribes tend to be 
forgotten.” Some of the items 
offered at Foote’s table were

For those of you who 
chose not to attend the “spooky 
night” at Cumnock Hall, here is 
the briefing you’ve been waiting 
for. The night’s lineup featured 
Peter Jordan, a specialist in para¬ 
normal psychology; and a show¬ 
ing of the movie The Dark Half\ 
based on the novel by Stephen 
King. 

Mr. Jordan is a certified 
hypnotist with an MBA in psy¬ 
chology. His works have been 
featured on 20/20 and Unsolved 
Mysteries , and he came to UMass 
Lowell to present his “Haunted 
Places - Haunted Minds.” Jordan 
attempted to explain some para¬ 
normal events, as well as the rea¬ 
sons why certain people do not 
have these experiences. 

Jordan’s slide show was 
entitled “Weird America” and 
was a compilation of pictures he 
took himself pictures that were 
sent to him. Every picture had a 
story behind it, usually including 
a ghost or a poltergeist. These 
mysterious occurrences were 
studied by Mr. Jordan and many 
of his colleagues in order to find 
an explanation. Many were 
explainable, but thousands were 
not. The unsolved cases chal¬ 
lenged the psychologists to con¬ 
sider life after death. 
Unfortunately the only certain 
explanation resulting from their 
experimentation was that there 
were no explanations. They were 


left with more questions than they 
started with. 

Jordan had a close 
encounter of his own in 1978, 
when he came face-to-face with a 
poltergeist in a small house in 



Pennsylvania. He and his partner 
Chip Decker, also a paranormal 
investigator, spent time with a 
young man named Donald 
Decker,'who was believed to be 
possessed. Donald was in his 
early twenties and was unrelated 
to Chip. According to Jordan, 
“Due to Donald’s troubled child¬ 
hood and to the sexual abuse he 
suffered from his grandfather, he 
was in the perfect situation for a 
poltergeist to invade his body.” 
Poltergeists are believed to be 
keyed into people’s psychological 
conditions. 

The incidents began 
after Donald’s grandfather passed 
away. Donald left his grandfa¬ 
ther’s funeral and decided to 
spend the night at the house of his 


friends, the Kiefer’s. At this 
house all of Donald’s memories 
about his grandfather’s sexual 
abuse came back. He remained 
seated in a sofa chair in their liv¬ 
ing room as a trance quietly came 
over him. Water began to slowly 
drip from the ceiling. Within an 
hour the water began to pour, 
pelting horizontally, back and 
forth, as well as downwards. The 
Kiefers frantically called their 
landlord upstairs, hoping for an 
explanation. There were no pipes 
in the front hall of the house 
which would account for the 
water. The landlord was as puz¬ 
zled as they were and decided to 
call the police. Water continued 
to flow out of the walls, but only 
out of the walls of the room that 
Donald was in at the time. 

As Donald walked out 
the front door to the restaurant 
across the street, the rain stopped. 
The rain began again when he sat 
back down in a booth in the 
restaurant. The owner of the 
restaurant took a crucifix from 
under a counter and placed it on 
Donald’s chest, where it began to 
steam and leave a scar on his 
skin. When the crucifix was 
taken off Donald’s body, it was 
too hot to touch. Both Donald 
and the Kiefers were convinced 
he was possessed by the devil. 

As Donald grew older 
he was able to control his posses¬ 
sion. He could make it rain 
whenever he wanted to by simply 
rubbing his fingers together. The

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U Lowell Grad Runs Do-It-Yourself 

Brewery

Dave Williams, a 1973 
graduate of U Lowell, along with 
his wife Nancy, recently opened 
IncrediBREW, a do-it-yourself 
brewery in Nashua. Beer lovers 
get a chance to customize their 
own beer, complete with person¬ 
alized labels. 

IncrediBREW offers 63 
different recipes of beer. 
Customers can have their choice 
of lagers, red ales, pale ales, bit¬ 
ters, stouts and pilsners. “You 
can even get commercial beer 
recipes like Beck’s,” said 
Williams. 

The average batch costs 
about $90, depending on the 
recipe. This yields 13-and-a-half 
gallons of beer, or 6 cases. The 
bottles are not included in the 
price, but cost an extra thirty dol¬ 
lars. “You can bring them back 
and use them with your next 
batch,” said Williams. 

The initial process takes 
two hours to complete. 
“Customers work off a recipe 
sheet that they have picked out,” 
said Williams. Ingredients 
include grains, extracts, hops, 


yeast, glucose, and filtered water. 
“It’s all you need to make a good 
beer,” he said. 

The beer is then put into 
barrels and stored in separate 
rooms for the next fourteen days. 
This is where the fermentation 
and carbonation processes begin. 
The carbonation room is set at a 
chilly 30 degrees. The customer 
comes back after two weeks to 
bottle his or her own beer. The 
customer also can create a per¬ 
sonalized label, which is included 
in the fee. “We have about 
14,000 clip arts to choose from,” 


said Williams. “We also have a 
full-color scanner and 63 differ¬ 
ent fonts.” 

Williams has begun 
wallpapering the rest room with 
the different labels that the cus¬ 
tomers invent. “It’s just getting 
started,” he admitted. 

In one comer of the 
room, there is a rack that says 
“Take one, Leave one.” 
Customers can sample other peo¬ 
ple’s beer and leave their own 
concoctions. 

Williams, who graduat¬ 
ed with a major in chemistry, 


spent his first 22 years out of 
school climbing up the corporate 
ladder as a division manager at a 
rubber cover rolling company. “I 
got tired of the airplane flights 
and being away from home so 
much,” related Williams. “I 
wanted to have some fun.” 

How did Williams get 
interested in personal brewing? 
“I read about this industry in 
Canada. I collected magazines 
and news articles and visited a 
dozen do-it-yourself breweries.” 
Williams was previously a home 
brewer. 

The grand opening of 
the brewery was on August 30,* * 
1995. The turnout was impres¬ 
sive with approximately 150 peo¬ 
ple attending. 

Although Dave and his 
wife currently live in Nashua, 
they previously lived in dozens of 
states across the U.S. including 
Georgia, Illinois, and Virginia. 
“We were dying to get back to 
New England,” said Williams. 

Ironically, Dave met 
Nancy at a fraternity party at U 
Lowell. “She was begging me to 
dance with her,” joked Dave. 

Dave says he and Nancy 
make the perfect balance. “She’s 


the creative one and tries to warm 
up the place,” he said, “I’m more 
the scientific one.” 

“I learned this in my 
chemistry classes,” joked 
Williams, as he took time out to 
show a customer how to weigh 
the grains with an electric scale. 

You can also make your 
own wine at IncrediBREW. The 
cost ranges from $95 to $115, 
depending on the style you select. 
Customers can choose between 
quality whites, blushes and reds. 

One batch is equal to 
about five gallons or 27 bottles. 
Included in the price are the juice 
concentrates, corks, shrink wraps 
and personalized labels. 

IncrediBREW is not a 
franchise, although Williams did 
work with a group in Canada to 
purchase equipment and consult 
with them on the process. 

IncrediBREW is open 
Tuesdays through Fridays from 
noon-8 p.m., Saturdays from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sundays from 
noon-5 p.m. If you’re interested 
in brewing your own beer, call 
Dave or Nancy at (603) 891- 
2477. Gift certificates are avail¬ 
able. 


Ghoulies, Ghosties and Things That Go Bump in the Night

No one doubts college 
can be a scary place. Just ask 
freshmen before their first final 
exam. 

But few college students 
would say their fears have any¬ 
thing to do with monsters under 
the bed or goblins in the closet. 

Maybe they should. 
Nationwide, ghostly legends 
thrive on campuses. 

“There’s just so much 
going on in college buildings 
when you think about their histo¬ 
ry, not to mention some of the 
high emotions that people have 
when they’re in school,” says 
Richard Crowe, a supernatural 
phenomena expert who’s based in 
Chicago. “Ghosts can thrive on 
those emotions. They can tap 
into the anxieties that people 
have.” 

Still, Crowe says most 
ghosts just want to be noticed. “If 
people pay attention to them and 
let them coexist, they’re usually 
fine,” he says. ‘The problems 
sometimes start when people try 
to deny that they exist.” 

For many students 
across the nation, the question 
about whether ghosts exist has 
been answered by their campus 
experiences. For example: 

• For years, students at 
Mansfield University in 

Mansfield, Pa. have maintained 
that North Hall is haunted by 
Sarah. Sarah, according to cam¬ 
pus legend, is the ghost of a stu¬ 
dent who committed suicide by 
leaping over a railing through an 
open atrium in the building. She 
allegedly killed herself because 
of love gone wrong. 

The building, which was 


built in 1874, has been vacant for 
many years, giving Sarah plenty 
of room to roam. Mansfield stu¬ 
dents say they sometimes see 
Sarah in the windows of the 
building’s top floor, supposedly 
looking for her former love. 

But Sarah’s days of soli¬ 
tude may be numbered. This fall, 
the university began extensive 
renovations on North Hall and 
has plans to turn the old building 
into a state-of-the-art library and 
academic center. If the ghost 
liked the peace and quiet of her 
abandoned building, it soon will 
be bustling with students. 

• Students at Stonehill 
College in North Easton, Mass., 
have reported seeing the ghost of 
Freddie Ames roaming the cam¬ 
pus. 

Ames, the original 
owner of the property, died in a 
plane crash in the 1930s. 
According to legend, Ames 
instructed his servant to light the 
runway on his property at night 
while he was away flying, but the 
servant forgot. When Ames came 
in for a landing, the only light he 
saw was a lamp on the third floor 
of his mansion. Mistaking that 
for the runway, the pilot crashed 
to his death. Now whenever there 
is a blue mist hanging over the 
pond on campus, it is believed 
that Ames is looking for his for¬ 
getful servant. 

• At the University of 
Illinois, students tell their own 
colorful tales about “The Blue 
Man.” The Blue Man is supposed 
to be the ghost of a man who 
allegedly hung himself from a 
tree in the cemetery just outside 
of campus. Students swear that 
on nights with a full moon, they 
often see a ghost emitting blue 
light. 

Back on campus, the 


English Building is supposedly 
haunted by the ghost of a former 
student who committed suicide. 
Rumor has it the girl succumbed 
to the pressure of academics and 
spends her days haunting strict 
professors as an act of retaliation. 

• Several students living 
in North Spenser Residence Hall 
at the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro say 
they’ve had the opportunity to 
meet Annabelle - whether they 
wanted to or not. 

Legend has it that 
Annabelle is the ghost of a stu¬ 
dent who committed suicide in 
one of the building’s bell towers. 
And while they don’t know what 
she’s looking for, students say 
they sometimes hear her walking 
the halls of the dorm. 

Dorm residents have 
reported spotting a blue haze 
passing through the hall at times 
and have witnessed objects flung 
across different rooms. The ghost 
apparently gets antsy when the 
students are gone for the summer, 
since most occurrences have 
taken place when the dorm is 
occupied by summer school stu¬ 
dents and residence hall advisors. 

• The Joe E. Brown and 
Eva Marie Saint Theater at 
Bowling Green State University 
is haunted by Alice, an actress 
who reportedly was killed 
onstage while playing 
Desdemona in Shakespeare’s 
Othello. 

Alice often interferes 
with the theater department’s per¬ 
formances by shorting out the 
lighting and scattering the props, 
but only if she isn’t personally 
invited to the performance. So 
after the final dress rehearsal of 
each production, the director 
heads to the stage, where he or 
she invites the spirit to be the 


department’s guest. If asked, the 
actress always obliges, and the 
shows run without any problems. 

• The ghost of a former 
professor still roams the halls of 
Vandercook College of Music in 
Chicago at night . One of the 
school’s first instructors, H.E. 
Nutt, died of old age after spend¬ 
ing the final years of his life liv¬ 
ing in the school. Nutt would 
give lessons at all hours, accom¬ 
modating the students who 
wished to take their lessons well 
after midnight. 

Student employees who 
have been in the building after 
hours to clean have reported hear¬ 
ing drawers shutting, chairs mov¬ 
ing and doors slamming when 
there is no one else in the build¬ 
ing. In some instances, students 
have heard string quartets practic¬ 
ing at 2 a.m. when no one is there. 

• Musical mysteries are 
reported at Hood College in 


Frederick, Md., as well. 
Brodbeck Hall, once a social 
meeting place for German immi¬ 
grants, is now the home of the 
music department. But that does¬ 
n’t stop the old visitors from stop¬ 
ping by. 

Students say they some¬ 
times hear footsteps, laughter and 
someone tooling around with a 
trumpet or flute, even though no 
one is in sight. 

So, if you are sitting by 
yourself in the eerie dormitory 
halls on a dark and stormy night, 
don’t naturally assume the noises 
you hear are simply the clumsi¬ 
ness on the custodial staff drop¬ 
ping buckets, slamming doors 
and pushing aside misplaced 
chairs: these could just as easily 
be the salutations of the friendly 
campus ghosties!

To the Editor: 

The recent fiftieth anniversaries of the atomic bombings prompted debates about 
the ethics of warfare. Meanwhile, America’s war on prenatal children raged on unabated, 
routinely trashing every ethical principle. It has consisted exclusively of literally surgical 
first strikes against the totally innocent and helpless, intended to preempt the recognition and 
protections normally accorded at birth. Rather than honor the immunity of non- combatants, 
it has deliberately targeted them. It has employed poisonous weapons, refusal of quarter and 
live dismemberment of the unarmed target population, even subjecting them to experimenta¬ 
tion, in contravention of the laws of war and all international standards for the treatment of 
prisoners. It has violated “Just War” principles, including just cause, last resort, proportion¬ 
ality and competent authority by placing the decision foe a death-dealing act, grotesquely 
disproportionate to the ends usually sought, in the hands of the frequently ill-informed, dis¬ 
traught and underage. It’s rationalization on the basis of the so-called hard cases has 
reduced the vast majority of those slaughtered to collateral damage at rates that would be 
morally if practiced by the military. 

What is it about unborn babies that suspends every ethical consideration? Is it the 
lack of any non-violent alternative for retaining control that justifies all manner of bar¬ 
barism? Or is it that once the mental process of devaluing the lives of others, bom or 
unborn, has gone far enough, they cease to exist in our minds as human beings such that 
anything can be done to them? What have we become that we avert our eyes as nearly one 
in every three of our children is destroyed? Is this imbalance of power so much to be 
feared? Why has the propaganda campaign been so effective that many now think and 
speak in the euphemisms (“pro-choice”, “pregnancy termination”, “reproductive freedom” 
etc.) and oxymorons ( “safe abortions”, “abortion rights”) of the language of denial? How 
much more violence to life, truth, language, values, law, government, medicine, ethics and 
the principles of human rights can our society withstand? 

But conscience and nature are not easily overcome. Like the flyers who delivered 
the bombs, the women who have delivered their unborn babies to the killing centers have 
suffered unforeseen fallout, experiencing a range of emotional and physical problems from 
guilt and depression to sterility and breast cancer. Yet the war planners continue to resist 
providing even the most basic safeguards- such as information about human development, 
life-affirming alternatives and potential hazards- rightly fearful that piercing their veil of 
ignorance will render their proxies to continue the charge.

The Deliriants: Intentionally

If you haven’t heard of The 
Deliriants, be patient. It’s taken 
them a long time to get where 
they are now, and, with a little 
more luck, they’ll be household 
names by this time next year. 

Drummer Sean Burgess, of 
Dracut, is a 1993 UMass Lowell 
graduate (Music) and currently 
teaches in the North Middlesex 
regional school system. He 
joined the Lowell-based band 
seven months ago and luck 
seemed to follow, as they’ve been 
riding high since. 

“Sean is the only true musi¬ 
cian in the band,” says lead gui¬ 
tarist John DiCenso, “The rest of 
us are just hack musicians.’’ 

Don’t let John’s offhand atti¬ 
tude condemn the other talent in 
the band. Their highly regarded 
debut release, Unintentional , is a 
remarkable mix of Black 
Sabbath-type thump, with all the 
taste and flow of R.E.M. 

And now they ‘re in a posi¬ 
tion to go places, literally. After 
winning the Northeast round of 
the 1995 Ticketmaster Showcase, 
they’re off to Tampa, Florida for 
an all-expenses-paid trip. In 
Tampa they’ll play with five 
other bands from the eastern US 
in front of a crowd that will 
include representatives from 
Geffen, Island, Mercury, and six 
other major labels. 

‘The exposure is the key. 
We’ll be in front of hundreds of

Bassist John Couture, him¬ 
self a past student of UMass, is 
excited and humble about their 
chances. 

“We’re going down there 
with a handful of optimism,” says 
Couture. “It’s always good to see 
what kind of reaction you get 
when you’re out of your element, 
and hopefully we’ll make our 
mark.”

that could establish them as a 
band poised for greatness. 

The band’s credits include 
many shows at staple Boston 
clubs: T.T. The Bears, Mama Kin 
Music Hall, Local 186, and The 
Middle East, to name a few, and 
it’s obviously gotten them 
noticed. Each member has a job 
other than the band, but all the 
extra effort has its rewards.

The Pretenders Live; Sarah McLachlan Frees

The Pretenders 
The Isle of View 

Thef Pretenders, as many 
of us know, have been rocking the 
music scene for many years. In 
that time they have maintained a 
loyal base of followers by staying 
with the fun-time rock that put 
them in a class of their own for so 
long. Unfortunately they seem to 
have crossed over to the black- 
hole realm of acoustic live perfor¬ 
mance with The Isle of View c.d., 
video, and laser disc. 

The vocal power of 
Chrissie Hynde can never be 
diminished, and subsequently 
neither can the talent of the band. 
However, the steam we get from 
their normal electric set is some¬ 
what subdued here. What makes 
this album hard to just throw 


among the mountain of various 
live performances is the presence 
of The Duke Quartet. The Duke 
classical string ensemble adds a 
vitality and haunting quality to 
tunes such as: “Back On the 
Chain Gang,” “Criminal,” “2000 
miles,” “Brass In Pocket,” that 
you just don’t hear on other 
acoustic sets. But unless you’re a 
big live/acoustic fan you might 
miss the zing you’re used to get¬ 
ting with the Pretenders. 

A bonus to buying the 
video vs. the album is the two 
additional tracks not on the audio 
release, as well as a cover of 
Radiohead’s “Creep.” Then 
again, why buy it at all? A 
Boston-based American Program 
service secured the broadcast 
rights for distribution through it’s 
Program Exchange service to 
public television stations nation¬ 
wide. A television documentary

Sarah McLachlan 
The Freedom Sessions 

The purpose behind this 
8-song e.p. is obviously the sake 
of having fun. Sarah McLachlan, 
already heralded as a having the 


voice of a “Botticelli angel,” 
recorded The Freedom Sessions 
live at producer Pierre 
Marchand’s Studio Nomade. The 
songs, originally released on 
Fumbling Towards Ecstasy, have 
been recorded in one or two takes 
and with only a minimum of mix¬ 
ing. 

It’s refreshing to know 
that some artists still have the 
confidence in their talent and sup¬ 
porting musicians to just play and 
keep the recorder going. The 
result here is a gentle and 
euphonic e.p., with McLachlan as 
engaging as ever. The songs have 
been stripped bare; most are per¬ 
formed with instruments not used 
in the original, and some of them 
are the original versions. “Hold 
On” was written and recorded on 
guitar and this version is the first 
try on piano. “Ice Cream” is 
more light-hearted than the origi¬ 
nal, and “Ice” has McLachlan on 
the edge of her stool, as she 
attempts to control the energy of 
an electric guitar for the first 
time. In notes included on the 
sleeve, McLachlan says “Ol ‘ 55” 
was recorded well into the night

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and after “an immeasurable quan¬ 
tity of red wine.” The result is 
surprisingly energetic, if slightly 
off-tempo. Again, though, prob¬ 
lems like that reflect the feel of 
the album: staying up late, drink¬ 
ing wine with your lover, and let¬ 
ting the music do the rest. 

In addition to the songs, 
there is also a multimedia track 
featuring over 30 minutes of 
additional music, live footage of 
McLachlan, and more. Any 
attempt to play the first track on 
a regular c.d. player will yield 20 
minutes of static, so make sure 
you find a CD-ROM. It’s worth 
the effort. - M.F. 

Fear Factory 
Demanufacture 

If you remember Fates 
Warning, King Diamond, or any 
of those gothic metal bands from 
the mid-80s, then it should be 
easy to understand where Fear 
Factory gets their sound. A sort 
of Queensryche meets Pantera, 
Demanufacture is an attempt to 
add another dimension to hard¬ 
core rock. For the most part it 
succeeds, but where Fear Factory 
misses the mark is in their exper¬ 
imenting too much. 

The majority of 

Demanufacture rocks, and rocks 
hard. Not for the weary-eared, 
most of the tunes will raise the 
adrenaline, and many questions. 
Can’t they leave the organ out 
for just one song? “Self Bias 
Resistor” and “Pisschrist” show 
best what the band is capable of, 
and the title track is also fairly 
energetic. “H-K (Hunter-Killer)” 
shoots itself in the foot by hav¬ 


ing too many distorted and weird 
sound effects and the rest melts 
into a jumble of thrash(ed) 
tracks, with only excerpts of the 
songs standing out. 

Hard-core rock has 
come a long way in the past 10 
years. An occasional throwback 
to the roots is allowable but Fear 
Factory has taken it too far. 

Let’s hope the trend doesn’t con¬ 
tinue and afflict Machine Head, 
Slayer, and Prong also. - M.F. 

Academic 
Advising & 
Registration 
for Spring 
‘96 

The period of undergraduate 
advising for the spring semester 
will begin on Monday, October 
30 and will end on Thursday, 
November 9. 

You are strongly encouraged to 
take advantage of these two 
weeks of advising in order to 
properly plan your schedule of 
courses for the next semester. 

Your advisor will have a coun¬ 
seling report that contains a 
complete history of your acade¬ 
mic progress and will allow a 
quick assessment of the course 
work needed to complete your 
degree. In addition, this report 
also contains your PIN#, which 


you need in order to use the tele¬ 
phone early-registration, 
add/drop, and grade-reporting 
systems. 

Early registration for all matricu¬ 
lating undergraduate and gradu¬ 
ate students who are presently 
enrolled will be by use of the 
touch-tone Voice Response 
System (VRS). As soon as you 
have been advised, you can call 
the VRS registration system to 
enter your requests for courses. 

Among other things, the VRS 
registration system will: 

• ensure that your ID num¬ 

ber is entered correct¬ 

ly 

• inform you of any restric¬ 

tions preventing your 
registration and tell 
you who to contact 
for additional infor¬ 
mation 

• read back course numbers 

to ensure accuracy 

• validate entered courses 

against the master 
schedule 

Detailed instructions on the use 
of VRS for registration, use of 
PIN# for access, and other infor¬ 
mation are contained in the 
Schedule of Classes book for the 
spring semester. 

During the two-week advising 
period, the registration phone 
system will be accumulating all 
student requests. Be aware that 
you are only making requests . 

Whether you call on the First day 
of advising or the last, your and 


all other requests for classes will 
be combined, prioritized accord¬ 
ing to credits earned by each stu¬ 
dent, and processed together on 
the evening of November 15. 
While calling early will not give 
you priority for classes, it will let 
you avoid the last-minute rush 
and difficulty of getting through 
to the system. To avoid busy 
signals, please call as soon as 
you have developed your sched¬ 
ule for next semester. 

Beginning on 

November 17, you may use the 
VRS registration system to: 

• listen to your schedule 

• change your schedule 
through add/drops 

• register on-line over the 
phone if you haven’t regis¬ 
tered already 

A printed copy of your schedule 
or a letter informing you of 
restrictions to your registration 
will still be sent to your depart¬ 
ment by November 20. Please 
pick up your copy. It is your 
assurance that you have been 
registered into courses that you 
requested. 

The Office of Enrollment 
Services and your college office 
will do registrations and sched¬ 
ule modifications during the 
cleanup period, November 29 
and 30. In addition, the Office 
of Enrollment Services will be 
open during December and 
between semesters for students 
who prefer or need to register in 
person. 

When you return for classes in 


January, in addition to the Office 
of Enrollment Services, the col¬ 
lege offices will be able to 
process your add/drops during 
the first ten days of classes, 
January 16 to 29. 

To access the Voice Response 
system, dial (508) 934-2050 or 
934-2049. VRS touch-tone reg¬ 
istration will be available from 
October 30 through November 
10, and November 17 through 
January 29, during the following 
times: 

Monday through 
Thursday from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Friday from 6 a.m. to 9 

p.m. 

Saturday and Sunday, 
November 11 & 12, from 6 a.m. 
to 11 p.m. 

Once final exams begin, you can 
also use the VRS system during the 
hours listed above to listen to any of 
your grades that have been posted. 

Please note: While this 
system will provide an eas¬ 
ier and more convenient 
method for most students 
to enroll for classes, it in 
no way diminishes the need 
for students to be properly 
advised. You must ensure, 
through faculty advising, 
that you are enrolling in 
courses consistent with the 
requirements of your pro¬ 
gram of study.

see players who rush onto the 
field eager to bash into the 
opposing line to either defend or 
sack the quarterback.
